Another speaker was James 
Reidelberger of Venice, an of- 
fice for the juvenile courts, who 
said juvenile drug abuse cases 
are not much different from 
other delinquency cases, but 
that most cases handled by the 
county juvenile court are for 
burglary, theft and sex  of- 
fenses, rather than use of 
drugs. 

He said the court has a 
choice of rehabilitation, for 
which there are no proper fa- 
cilities; probation, which is 
minimal supervision; outright 
release: or assignment to an 
institution, which is merely 
“storage.”

Rate May Delay 
Student Housing - 


Work is proceeding on archi- 
tctural plans for housing 1000 
single students at SIU-SW but 
high interest rates on revenue 
bonds may delay construction. 
The legal limit on bond in- 
terest rates for agencies of the 
state of Illinois is 7%. Bond 
issues are now being sold at 
higher rates, Robert Gallegly, 
university treasurer, has noted. 
Cone-Dornbusch, Chicago ar- 
chitects, are designing a pro- 
posed $8 million project in- 
cluding three single-student 
housing “neighborhoods,” each 
of which would accommodate 
300 to 3350 students, Each neigh- 
borhood is to have its own serv- 
ice and recreational center, 
with housing arranged in suites. 
University officials had hoped 
to start construction on the two- 
year project next August, Plans 
are being completed with the 
hope that a more favorable 
bond market in the spring will 
make it possible for the univer- 
sity to sell revenue bonds within 
tbe legal interest rate limit. 
When built, the single-student 
housing neighborhoods will be 
located west of the academic 
area, between Circle drive and 
Bluff road 
Earlier this month, married 
students moved into 80 of 248 
apartments being completed on 
campus.

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Tax-Exempt Agencies Must 
File Forms Under New Law 


, Governmental units, church- 
@8, schools and non-profit cor 
porations, including fraternal 
and veteran organizations which 
have enjoyed a tax-exempt slat- 
us on real estate property for 
years must file applications for 
the tax exemption under a new 
Illinois law, and will be fe- 
quired to renew the application 
annually. 

James Barton, Granite City 
township assessor, said the new 
law, which becomes effective 
for the 1970 tax year along with 
1 number of other changes in 
assessing procedure, may result 
in the assessment of some 
property not previously includ- 
ed on real estate property rolls 

The new applications for 
tatus of tax exemption must 
be filed with the assessors of- 
ficé before Jan, 31. Forms are 
vailable at Barton's office. 

In the past, Barton explained 
there has been no definite sys- 
tem of listing agencies and or- 
ganizations entitled Jo tax ex- 
emptions under definitions of 
the Hlinois Revenue Act of 1939 
Agencies qualifying for exemp- 
tion and owning real estaje 
nroperty simply were not 
assessed 

Income Property Taxable 

The new law, however, in ad- 
dition to requiring the filing of 
an application for exemption 
also provides that in instance: 
where property produces _in- 
come, even though that pror 
ty is owned by an agency elig 
ble for exemption, the property 
must be assessed and taxed 

For example, it was pointed 
out, a church that once had of. 
fices in a building that was tax 
exempt but has since moved 
those offices to a different loca- 
tion and rented the old offices 
to someone else would have to 
pay taxes on the propert 

Barton said the new law also 
contains a provision under 
which leaseholders are now tax- 
able, so long as they are in- 
come producing, even though 
they are occupied and used by a 
government unit or an 
eligible for tax exempt 

A perfect example of this 
change in the law is the pres- 
ent Granite City post office 
building, Barton said. He point- 
ed out the land on which the 
post office building is located is 
owned by the city of Granite 
City. 

It was assigned under a long 
term lease to a private devel 
oper who built the post office 
structure and then, in turn 

ased the building to the U. S 
government. In the past neither

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Industrial Taxpayers See River Festival 
As a Sound Use of Public Funds by SIU 


Thirty of the leading industrial taxpayers 
of Madison and St. Clair counties met Friday to 
thoroughly discuss the Mississippi River Festival, 
an outstanding 1969 music program whose 
1970 outlook hinges on the Jan. 17 Southern 
Illinois University board meeting here 

The discussion was evidence of their deep 
concern over the fate of the outdoor concert 
series—concern which the Press-Record shares 

Their conclusion was that the net public 
cost of the Festival—estimated at $135,009 for 
1970—is justified as a state tax expenditure by 
its benefits to students. However, they decided 
to seek only $75,000 of this amount from SIU 
confident that during the winter and spring the 
current citizen fund-raising effort will succeed in 
offsetting the remaining cost 
j Justification for university participation in 

be financing can be shown in several ways 

/ The opportunity to have the highly-regard- 
ed St. Louis Symphony Orchestra on campus for 
six weeks is a great distinction for any univer- 
sity and beneficial to its image. The regular con- 
tact between students and skilled musicians, 
conductors and soloists is of immense education- 
al impact. 

High school and university students and 
participants in many poverty and youth pro- 
grams gain from observing. the rehearsals and 
performances of classical music. Such students 
were a considerable segment of the 100,000 
who attended the symphonic and popular music 
concerts on 30 evenings last summer 

The Mississippi River Festival did not 
show a “‘profit,"’ but then neither did the history 
department, nor the science laboratory. Many 
non-recurring costs were met in the initial year, 
improving the projected income-expense ratio 
for this year. And the weather could hardly help 
but be better, encouraging greater attendance 
and revenue; tornadic winds, frequent rain and 
threatening weather hampered the 1969 sea- 
son, particularly in the first three weeks. 

The value to this region also is worth 
noting by the trustees of a university dedicated 
to multi-faceted public service. Cultural enrich- 
ment stemming from the River Festival was of 
vast proportions. A new and enthusiastic audi 
ence for virtually all types of music was found 
The entertainment was of such high quality that 


on a permanent basis, it could become a signifi 
cant tourist attraction. The Festival could go a 
long way toward improving the image of Mai 
son and St. Clair counties. aiding employers in 
attracting new employees and their families. 

The initial season indicated that the Mis- 
sissippi River Festival can unite the bi-state area 
in a new and. constructive fashion; Missourians 
made up more than a third of the audience and 
were impressed by the beauty~of the campus 
and the ideal (other than weather) conditions 
which prevailed. All age groups were represent- 
ed, and the conduct of all who attended was 
friendly and responsible. 

The local campus is a natural setting for 
the program. A nt tent at the base of a hill 
covers the stage plus an acoustical shell and a 
seating area for 2000. On the hillside, an addi- 
tional 15,000 can watch and listen, seated on 
blankets or folding chairs. The site also has a 
food building, picnic tables, dressing 
rooms, a box office, parking lots and restrooms. 

In the last half of the 1969 season, the F 
tival was steadily gaining momentum. This can 
and should be maintained by, extending its life 
to 1970. If there is a lapse, the facilities are like- 
ly to begin deteriorating, public interest may 
decline and it would be much more difficult to 
stage the festival in a future year. 

Affirmative action by the SIU board Satur- 
day is imperative, in the view of a fast growing 
number of organizations. Widespread attention 
will center on the trustees’ deliberations and de- 
cision 

If the university under its present structure 
is to maintain an optimum relationship with the 
people of southwestern Illinois, it cannot, it 
must not, turn its back on the Mississipppi River 
Festival.

Fiscal Responsibilities Widely 
Diffused. Under 1870 Constitution 


(Public Administration Service) 


In the present Illinois Consti- 
tution, Article X, Section 10, al- 
lows the county board’to fix the 
compensation and expenses of 
all county officers, subject to 
limitations set by statute, 

In the case of fee officers, it 
directs the payment of salaries 
from and to the extent of fees 
collected. An excess of fees over 
compensation must be paid into 
the county treasury. 

Article X, Section 9, allows 
the legislature to fix the salaries 
of county officers in Cook coun- 
ty; the Circuit Court sets the 
number of its deputies and as- 
sistants, but the county board 
determines their salaries, 

Article X, Sections 11 and 12, 
regulate the fees of county and 
township officials. 

Section 11 prohibits special 
laws on the subject and requires 
uniformity of fees by class of 
county. 

Section 12 allows the General 
Assembly to fix the fees by gen- 
eral laws of uniform applica- 
tion, to provide fee officers with 
“reasonable compensatjin for 
services actually rendered.” 
Counties may be classified by 
population into not more than 
three groups for the purpose. 

Under Article VI, Section 17; 
Article VI, Section 21; and Ar 
ticle VIII, Section 5, \the legisla- 
ture prescribes the | compensa 
tion for circuit judges, state’s 
attorneys and county superin- 
tendents of schools, \respective: 
ly. County superintendents are 
paid wholly from county funds; 
circuit judges and state's attor- 
neys, partially so, 

Article X, Section 13, requires 
every county. officer paid from 
fees to report all fees and 
emoluments received semian- 
nually to an officer designated 
by law. 

No less 
provisions—Article 


than three separate 
IV, Section 


* 22; Article IX, Sectipn 11; and 


Article X, Section 10—prohibit 
any alteration in the fees or 
compensation allowed a public 
officer during his term of office. 

Historically, many of the 
services provided by fee of- 
ficers were used by only a 
few people of the county, 
The people felt, and perhaps 
quite rightly, that the cost 
should be paid by the user 
rather than by general tax- 
ation. 

Most county officials were, 
and in many counties are 
still, part-time public offi- 
clals; the fee system was 
regarded as an accurate 
means of compensating 
them for work actually per- 
formed, 

The system was abused bad- 
ly, however, so salary require- 
ments were ‘added to the Consti- 
tution, But the fee system is so 
ingrained that it could not be 
avoided entirely. 

Under this system, the user 


ministrative services, The of- 
ficials who perfrom the serv- 
ices are salaried, but are paid 
from fees collected. ‘i 
If fees bring in too little, the 
official gets short salary, If fees 
exceed salary requirements, the 
county treasury gets the excess.

county taxing power, this can be 
a significant addition to county 
funds, 

The fee system, however,’ 
like the present forms of 
county and township gov- 
ernment, is a vintage con- 
cept entirely out of charac- 
ter with modern ideas of 
public management and 
personnel policy, 

Its retention in urban 
areas merely adds to the 
diffusion of public funds, 
diffusion of accounting sys- 
tems, and diffusion of fiscal 
responsibilities, 

Despite the ‘magnitude of 
minutia in the Constitution af- 
fecting the structural, fiscal, 
and personnel affairs of local 
government, only two provi- 
sions offer positive local pow- 
ers. . 

These are ‘Article IV, Section 
31, and Article| IX, Section 9, 
which allow special districts and 
municipalities to impose spe- 
cial assessments for capital. im- 
provements, 

The special assessment power 
permits what the Constitution 
otherwise forbids: unequal tax- 

tion or special) purposes taxes 
paid by a few, but not all, of 
the taxpayers, 

Without this authority, local 
improvements would always be 
a general tax burden, a circum. 
stance more likely to excite 
much public fervor, Use of the 
power is severely limited, how- 
ever. 

1. The legislature must 
authorize Its use and speci- 
fy the improvements for 
which it is available, 

2. Only the cost of initial 
construction gan be paid by 
special assessment, Opera- 
tion or maintenance ‘is paid 
from general taxes, 

3. The improvement must 
be for a public purpose and 
upon real property, It must 
benefit adjoining property » 
specially, in excess of any 
general benefit to the public. 
4, The benefit to adjoining 

property must be one which in- 
creases its value, The property 
is subject to special taxation 
only to the extent of the in- 
crease, although it usually is 
measured by the prorated cost 
of the improvement. 

5, The power is not available 
to counties or townships, but it 
is allowed by judicial decision to 
park districts“and sanitary -dis- 
tricts and by statute to a variety 
of other special districts,

ly by two or more municipalities
